He is generally a 
peaceable, industrious specimen of flesh 
and blood, if not a citizen. What moncy 
he gets he literally digs out of the soil. 
_ He earns his money by hard labor; and 
when any man does that, he can’t be 
Baid to be a very bad man. He commits 
& great crime by living on what would 
starve an American. He will take small 
wages if he can’t get more. He is sharp 
enough to get ail he is worth, however, 
asarule. He comes in direct contact 
with common laborers, and is charged 
With bringing down wages. ‘This is 
better than lounging around some groz- 
shop, or third-ciass boarding house, 
waiting for an easy job with big money, 
His great offence, however, is. that he*® 
sends away some of his hard earnings 
to that heathenish native country of his 
—impoverishes the country. Poor 
John! Ashe is the only one in the 
country who senis money away, he 
ought to go! Weill, perhaps—and per- 
haps not. But thisis not our purpose, 
to discuss John. 

Now, there are certain articles neces- 
fary to our comfort and conveni. nce 
here in this lovely country wi ich we 
cannot, ourselves, manufacture. ‘Those 
articles (which are very numerous) we 
must necessarily send away our money 
to purchase, Bunt those articles which ; 
we can manufacture here, successfully, 
should all be made here, and every good 
and sensible citizen will purchase and 
Use such articles, in ali cases 
where possible, as are made bere. 
Who else, besidés John, sends away 
money? How about our agricultural 
merchants? How much annually do 
they send away? O! no! not much, 
only about nine-tenths of all their cash 
receipts. He comes here, like John, 
with but little actual cash. His money 
is all invested in cheap implements. 
He pays some to the railroad monopoly 
for freight and a little rent and clerk.

Their Ancestry—Grandchildren of 
George IV. of England. 


The Story About Gen. E. 0. U. Ord’s Parentage 
—What his Brother Says—The Lost 

Records—The Fitzherbert 

Marriage. 


From the Santa Barbara Independent.] 
Since the death of Generai Ord, the 
old story. of his alleged descent from 
George the Fourth has been published 
In various shapes in the press in this 
country. From the General’s brother, 
R. B. Ord, Police Judge of this city, 
we learn that. some portions of the 
story are true, some possible, and 
much of it he never heard of before. 
The children actually left by the 
father of the General were: Pacificus, 
the eldest Edward O. C., the General 
who recently died at Havana of yellow 
fever; Placidus, a Colonel in the 
United States Army, who was 
killed by being thrown from his 
about five years ago, being at, the 
time a member. of the General’s staff; 
Dr. J. L. Ord, formerly of ‘Santa 
Barbara, now a surgeon in the Army; 
Col. W. M. Ord, who died at Santa 
Cruz, Cal,, a year, ago last March; 
Robert B. Ord, Police Judge of this 
city, and John, who is now living at 
Soqguel,—in all seven sons. There was 
but one daughter, Georgianna, who 
married 8. W. Hoiliday, a lawyer of 
San Francisco. The story as giyen by 
the Pittsburg Dispatch in a letter 
from Camberland, Md., is as follows: 
Ere the beginning of the _ present 
century a priest arrived from England 


with him a lad about eight years old, 
who, together with a handsome casket 
and miniature of the lad’s mother, was 
left in charge of the college authori- 
ties. ‘Theslad was brought up within 
the precincts of the college, educated 
for the priesthood and ordained a 
priest when arriving at the age of ma- 
turity. At the college he was named 
James Urd, and while under age re- 
ceived regularly large yearly ullow- 
ances, Which plainly proved that. Lis 
parents, whoever they were, were of 
the wealthy class. Tough ordained 
pricst, the young man never admin- 
istered-in the church. In the war of 


1812 he joined the army, wohere 
he rec:ived the title of Gen- 
eral, and came to Cumberland. There 


he met the daughter of Colonel Daniel 
Cresuap—from whom Dan’s Mountain 
derived its name—and subsequently 
married that estimable lady. Colonel 
Cresap and Captain Lynn served in 
the same army, and the Colonel died 
before the war was over.

The sce- 
ond son was named Paciticus; the third 
Placidus, now traveling in Europe in 
search of his ancestral lineage; the

daughter living was named Georgian- 
na, and was married to a foreign Min- 
ister many years ago, whose name our 
informant could not furnish. 
It is believed here by the Cresap 
family that General Ord was a grand- 
son of George IV, and Mrs. Fitzher- 
bert, to whom he was married by a4 
Protestant priest. while Prince Regent. 
The consent of Parliament had not 
been given, and the marriage was il- 
legalin English law. A son was born 
by this union and consigned to the 
care of a tutor named Ord, who emi- 
grated with him to this country. The 
youth took the name of his tutor, and 
married a Maryland ludy by whom he 
had two sons, Atlanticus and Pacificus. 
The first was sent to West Point and 
the second became a lawyer in New 
Orleans, who emigrated to California 
twenty five yearssago where he held 
the position of Judge. Earl Russell 
in his “Life of, Fox” denies that there 
was any issue, and says, ‘Fortunately 
for the nation, the marriage of the 
Prince of Wales and Mrs. Fi‘zherbert 
was not cursed with issue.” 

There is a sequel tothis singular story 
which Earl Russe] does not tell. In 
1812 an action for libel was tried in 
the Court of King’s Bench, in which 
it was clearly proved that the Prince 
of Wales had for twenty years paid 
annuity to a former editor of the 
Morning Post, afterwards a magistrate 
in the county of Suffolk, had been 
guilty of obtaining and receiving hush 
money from the Prince of Wales. The |. 
defendant pleaded and proved that }- 
the charge was true, and the jury gave 
him a verdict. The payment of the 
annuity was distinctly traced through 
several persons to the treasurer of the 
Duchy of Cornwall, one of the Princ- 
e’s officers.

Driven to Death, 
A strange case of horse stealing is ex- 
ercising the officials at the Sheriff's 
office and the Police Court this week.

California Again at the Fore. 
From the 8. F. News-Letter. ] 


The coming Triennial Conclave of the 


advantages, has been the means of de- 
veloping a new phase of artistic indus- 
try in our midst—that of the successful 
manufacture of the genuine bronze— 
which has not been heretofore accom- 
plished in this country. At the Cen- 
tennial Exhibition.the artistic world was 
taken by smrprise at the magnificent 
show of bronzes, far exceeding all 
others, made by Russia, and they were 
eagerly sought for and _ purchased 
by connoisseurs. Mess. Geo. C. Shreve 
& Co,, jewelers, of this city, have 
succeeded, after numerous experiments, 
and at avast outlay, in manufacturing a 
bronze which, it is claimed, ‘is fully 
equal to that of Russia, and as an evi- 
dence have on exhibition at their sales- 
room, on Montgomery streetg three of 
the most costly and magnificent works 
of art we remember to have seen on this 
side of the Atlantic. They are richly 
ornamented with gold and silver; gold- 
bearing quartz and specimens of ores 
abounding in almost barbaric profusion. 
One of these is a ‘‘Mounted Knight on 
Pedestal.’’ The figure of horse and 
rider is fifteen inches high and made of 
bronze, silver and gold. The column 
is California onyx, and the wreath 
of vines, grapes and leaves twined 
about it are of oxydized silver. Beside 
other elaborate ornamentation, at the 
base of the column are banners anc 
Knights Templar armor in silver and 
bronze, with a shield bearing the cross, 
and another: the coat-of-arms of Cali-- 
fornia. Another is that styled ‘‘Globe 
and Knight in Armor’’—a_ revolving 
globe of silver, ten inches in diameter, 
on which California’ is represented by 
soligsgold, inlaid, supporting the figure 
of aught in Armor with drawn sword; 
belo¥ this is a mimic fort made of sil- 
ver and gold-bearing quartz. The tents, | 
banners and Templar armor are of sil- 
ver, and the base , supporting the 
whole is of bronze silver. This piece » 
stands 24% feet high. The third of these 
wonderful productiogs is a ‘*Plaque,”’ 
made of silver, and 18 inches in diame- 
ter. The center has an engraved view 
of Yosemite, and is surrounded by a 
border containing numerous medallions, 
twined about with grapes and vines of 
oxydized silver, in full relief? 
514 feet higb, supporting the ‘‘Plaque,”’ 
is made of California wood, the design 

being Knights Templar armor. As we 
have intimated, these costly objects of 
art, whether considered in point of size, 
in elegance of artistic design, or enor- 
mous cost, have neéver been 
equaled, and nothing approach- 
ing them in these resj ects can be found 
in any Eastern cit hese are three 
of five grand trophies to be competed 
for by the Knights Templar at their en- 
suing Conclave in this city. To the
